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SUPERINTENDENT'S   REPORT 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Brentwood: 

I  herewith  present  my  ninth  annual  report  as  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools. 

INSTRUCTION 

Two  teachers  remain  from  last  year's  force,  Mrs.  Wet- 
more  at  Crawley's  Falls  and  Mr.  Mason  at  South  Road. 
Both  Mr.  Armstrong  and  Miss  Craven  departed  from  our 
midst  to  accept  more  lucrative  positions  in  Sullivan  and 
Portsmouth.  To  these  vacancies  at  Marshall's  Corner  and 
North  Road,  Mrs.  Olive  Parker  of  Lisbon  and  Miss  Hazel 
Webster  of  East  Kingston  were  appointed.  These  replace- 
ments are  both  experienced  teachers.  They  come  with 
good  qualifications  and  recommendations.  Their  work 
so  far  gives  promise  of  development  into  worthy  mem- 
bers of  your  staff  and  of  the  profession. 

This  topic  of  Instruction  brings  to  mind  the  activities 
and  progress  of  the  children  in  school.  Certain  studies  in 
promotions  and  reading  abilities  have  been  conducted. 
These  concern  the  pupils  in  grades  2-7  inclusive  of  last 
year.  Taken  as  a  whole,  73%  received  promotion  to  the 
next  grade;  6%trial  promotion;  and  21%  non-promotion. 
In  that  very  important  tool  subject — Reading — it  was 
found  that  a  little  more  than  one-third  of  these  pupils 
had  some  reading  difficulty.  Eleven  per  cent  of  these 
children  were  far  below  grade  and  some  26%  more 
were  experiencing  some  difficulty  in  one  form  or  other. 
In  the  main,  the  former  group  just  above  show  very  little 
comprehension,  while  the  latter  have  trouble  to  fully 
appreciate  the  material  read.  This  does  not  mean  that 
these  children  could  not  read  at  all,  but  rather  that  they 
could  not  read  as  well  as  they  should  for  their  grade 
standard.  We  must  aim  at  and  strive  to  achieve  a  literate 
America.    So,  this  discussion  points  to  a  subject  for  im- 
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provement.  The  rate  of  non-promotion  given  above  is 
high,  hut  is  a  step  towards  remedy  for  the  situation.  Other 
attempts  at  remedial  treatment  have  been  put  into  effect 
with  individual  teachers  and  their  pupils.  There  is  a 
strong  evidence  through  the  study  that  some  pupils  en- 
tered school  too  young.  It  is  recognized  that  a  child  must 
be  mentally  six  years  old  to  accomplish  the  work  of  the 
first  grade  and  then  progress  step  by  step  through  the  re- 
maining grades.  Some  children  reach  this  readiness  age 
at  5;  others  at  6;  still  others  at  7  or  later  years.  The  school 
program  is  built  with  an  understanding  of  this  readiness 
period  from  the  first  grade  through  the  university.  The 
program  must  be  fitted  to  the  pupils  as  they  are  admitted 
or  their  readiness  determined  before  they  enter.  The 
first  is  expensive,  in  that  failures  and  lowering  of  standards 
result;  the  second  difficult  to  administer,  in  that  some 
pupils  are  not  admitted  until  a  year,  or  more,  later  than 
their  playmates.  Just  which  procedure  is  the  safer,  is  now 
a  matter  of  conjecture  and  controversy.  There  may  be 
some  solution  of  the  problem  as  time  goes  on. 

Surely  I  cannot  blame  this  teacher  or  another  for  the 
reading  problems  unless  we  blame  them  all,  because  we 
find  these  difficulties  in  all  four  schools.  Changing  teach- 
ers every  year  doesn't  make  for  solution,  but  a  further 
handicap  instead.  Continuity  tends  to  diminish  the  need 
of  remedy,  as  the  teacher  knows  her  problem  better  after 
a  year  than  a  new  teacher  does  from  a  fresh  start.  How- 
ever, I  am  reporting  facts  and  the  fact  remains  that  we 
have  a  large  fraction  of  these  pupils  with  reading  handi- 
caps.
